Russia Will Buy U.S. Grain 
Despite Record 76 Harvest 


MOSCOW, Jan. 5 (UPI).—The 

Soviet Union harvested a record 
2238 million metric tons of grain 
last year, but will keep its com- 
mitment ta buy U.S. corn and 
wheat, Agriculture Minister Val- 
entin Mesyets said today. 

Mr, Mesyais declared at a news 
conference for Soviet and for- 
eign reporters that the Soviet 
Union had rebuilt its 
stocks following the 1975 drought 
that cut that year’s harvest to 
a low 138 million tons. He said 
that gains were also made in 
meat production. 

Only the potato and sugar 
beet: crops fell below target be- 
came of an unexpected October 
frost, Mr. Mesyats said. 

“The year was very difficult. 
‘There was a lot of worry about 
the fate of the harvest,” the 
minister seid. “However, we can 
say today that the agriculture 
workers did their job success- 
fully.

‘ ly after Mao’s death. The emerging fac- 


tion is led by Hua Kuo-feng, now named 
ehairman of the Chinese Communist party 
and already the subject of a worshipful 
buildup among his people. Hua seems to 
be backed by the military nigh command 
and by many of the surviving figures from 
the days of Chou En-lai and is usually 
thought of as a “moderate’ The frag- 
mentary evidence suggests that his view of 
Chinese Communism is weighted toward the 
secular rather than the theological compo- 


nent of Maoism, and that he values such . 


mundane goais as raising the standard of 
living of his desperately poor people with, 
among other things, modern technology from 
abroad and the businesslike relations with 
the United States that this implies. 

The group that he has defeated—and 
termed “the gang of four”’—was headed and 
symbolized by Mao's widow, Chiang Ching. 
It 18 considered “leftist” because this fac- 
tion was thought to pat Maoist revolu- 
tionary ideology ahead of practical consid~ 
erations, What the Chiang faction might 


have done if it had won the struggle is any- 
one’s guess. It is useful to remember in 
these matters that after Lenin’s death Stalin 
took Trotsky's program right after he took 
his political head. 

At the moment, Hua is sounding a full 
retreat from the fanaticism of the great 
proletarian euttural revolution of ἃ decade 
ago. He is promising his people “liveliness 
politically and prosperity economically.” 


‘And in ἃ throwback to Mao's most con- 


cillatory period, his new year promise was 
that “a hundred schools of thought will 
contend and a hundred flowers bloom in 
selence and culture.” We shall see whether 
this is a case of invoking the iate Chair- 
man’s quotations to dethrone the Chairman 
or to imitate him. Blooming flowers tend to 
invite plucking. ; 

It fs even too early to assume that Hua 
will certainly be Mao’s successor, There is 
obviously ἃ great deal of unease throughout 
China, The “leftist” forces evidently fear a 
general purge in which millions may he 
removed from their regional or local power 
positions Hua bas encouraged the fear 
and encountered resistance Net surpris- 
ingly, there appears to be 8 fair amount af 
disorder in various parts of China, disorder 
that has required military intervention in 
some places. 

We can only watch this convulsion, but 
not indifferently. A China divided - into 
warring principalities would tempt the Rus- 
sians into meddling, or more, beckoning the 
United States to countervailing intervention. 
There is no cause for joy over this turmoil 
in ἃ totaitarian state. Whatever we may 
think of the values of Chinese Communism, 
there are self-interested reasons to hope for 
the emergence of 2 strong, unified and inde- 


pendent China and to express that hope in .
